_ ERPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT, 

The annual report of Hon. F..H. May, 
Superintendent of Victorin Gaol, for the 
year 1898 was submitted at the meeting. of 
Council yesterday afternoon. We take the 
‘following extracts from the report :— 


The number vf prisoners admitted to the 
Gaol during the “past-year under sentence 
ofthe onlinary Courts ‘was 4,976, besides 
69 soldiers.and sailors sentenced by Courts 
Mariial.”:. There were 51 persona im- 


nding xecutity, making a total of 5,427. 
Of these, 760 were old. offenders, including 
19 juveniles who were merely sent to tha 
Gaol to’be whipped by order of the Ma- 
gistrate, and were detained pending the 
infliction ‘of the whipping, leaving. a total 
of 747. old ‘offenders who-actually under- 


went imprisonnient.; 7, 


There wera ‘altogether -69-juvoniles sent 
to the Gaol merely: te be. whipped, and ar-. 
rangéments . have-now-been made with the 
sanction of ihe Governor by-which such 
javeniles, are’ whipped ‘immediately on 
reception “in the. outer court of the Gaol. 
They do not now. enter the Gaol, nor are 
they’detained beyond thé-time actually ne- 
cessary for whipping. a:
